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Student’s attacker 
Jailed for 10 years 


THE mother of a stud¬ 
ent stabbed in the neck 
in an unprovoked att¬ 
ack has said she is 
pleased justice has 
finally been done. 

Fashion student Oliver 
Hemsley, known as Oli, 
was left crippled by 15- 
year-old Nazrul Islam 
when he buried a knife in 
the former Cambridge 
sixth-former’s spine. 

The teen was jailed for 10 
years on Tuesday. 

His 20-year-old victim had 
just been accepted for a design 
course at the prestigious St 
Martin’s School of Art when he 
was attacked as he walked 
along the road in Shoreditch, 
central London. 

He nearly died after being 
stabbed from behind through 
the heart and lungs, and was 
paralysed after the knife sliced 
through his spine on August 28 
last year. 

Oli’s mother Jenny, who lives 
in Sutton, said: “I am pleased 
justice has finally been done - 
as much as it could be in a case 
like this. 

“What was important was 
Oli’s attacker was made to 
listen to the impact statements 
and hear how his actions 
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impacted on hundreds of 
people.” 

But she said she was worried 
Islam would be a menace to 
society when he was released. 

Mrs Hemsley said she hoped 
Oli, who studied at Hills Road 
Sixth Form College before 
moving to London, would be 
out of medical rehabilitation in 
a few weeks. 

“We will be looking at flats in 
London for Oli and he wants to 
live as independent a life as 
possible.” 

The promising fashion stud¬ 
ent is determined to continue 
his studies. 

The Old Bailey heard on 
Tuesday that Islam had also 
robbed a 12-year-old girl while 
on bail for the attack on Oli. 

He pleaded guilty to grievous 
bodily harm with intent against 
Oli last month. 

Sentencing Islam, Judge 
Roger Chappie said: “This was 
an entirely motiveless, mind¬ 
less attack. Its ferocity makes 
my blood run cold.” 

The court heard that just a 
couple of weeks after being 
arrested, Islam, whose nick¬ 
name was “Mad Maz”, robbed a 
child in east London.

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Cameras plan 
for play area 


CAMERAS could keep 
watch on a children’s play 
park to prevent expensive 
equipment being vandal¬ 
ised. 

Littleport parish councillors 
are investigating plans to setting 
up CCTV in the brand new rec¬ 
reation area in Parsons Lane. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News last week, the £45,000 park 
is part of the Government’s 
Pathfinder Project, which aims 
to get children playing outdoors. 

But fears that the new equip¬ 
ment could become the target of 
vandals have already been raised 
after an expensive slide in the 
adjacent play area was damaged 
and had to be removed. 

Lynda Clark-fones, parish 
council clerk, said: “There are 
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always a few rotten apples who 
have to spoil it for others. 

“The slide was severely dam¬ 
aged so we boarded it off to stop 
people from using it as it would 
have been dangerous. 

“But they kept knocking the 
boards down and getting at it 
more. 

“The slide was in the old play 
area and part of an unusual 
modular piece of play 
equipment from America. It 
would cost around £2,300 to 
fully replace it. 

“There just is not enough 
money in the parish council 
budget for that so unfortunately 
it will not be making a return to 


the park.” 

The council is now looking at 
ways to prevent the new play 
area equipment being damaged 
by unruly youths. 

Mrs Clark-Jones said: “Both 
play areas at Parsons Lane are 
just a stone’s throw away from 
each other. 

“We were lucky enough to 
secure Government funding for 
all this new equipment so it 
would be awful to have it ruined 
by vandals. 

“We do have a man who reg¬ 
ularly checks the equipment and 
patrols the area but we are look¬ 
ing in to having CCTV cameras. 

“Obviously, there are comp¬ 
lications and we need to check 
all the legalities but we need to 
have our village play area cared 
for and not damaged.”

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Outrage over plans to 
extend life of dump site 
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A LANDFILL site near Ely, which 
was due to close at the end of the 
year, could be kept open for another 
17 years. 

Grunty Fen landfill site, just outside 
Witchford, was due to stop taking rubbish 
on December 31, to the relief of nearby 
residents and ward councillors forced to live 
with heavy rubbish vehicles “thundering” 
through the rural roads and “shaking their 
homes to pieces”. 

But Waste Recycling Group (WRG), the 
firm which manages the site, wants to keep 
dumping rubbish there for another 17 years. 

The company says the site’s recycling 
centre will close once a new one has been 
built for East Cambridgeshire, which could 
be sited adjacent to Ely’s Lancaster Way. 

But an application has been made to 
Cambridgeshire County Council to extend 
the landfill operation at the site until 
December 31,2026. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents nearby 
Haddenham on the county council and 
Stretham on East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, is outraged by the plan. 

He said: “Both landfill and recycling 
operations there were meant to run out at 
the end of this year, which finally would have 
seen people enjoying their villages. 

“A short extension of time to allow the new 
recycling centre to be built would have been 
acceptable but 17 years is taking the biscuit.” 

Haddenham resident Alan fames, who 
helped fight the Say No to Mereham camp¬ 
aign, said he had heard rumours the site 
could take overspill landfill from London. 

He said: “It is difficult to comment on the 
application without seeing the precise 
details and the company’s intent. 

“If there was going to be excessive traffic 
over the next 17 years then that would be a 
real concern as our rural roads cannot cope.” 

David Atkinson, minerals and waste 
planning manager for the county council, 
said: “No decision has been made on this 
application and a public consultation is 
being held until April 30 for local comm¬ 
unities to have their say on the proposals.” 

A spokesman from WRG said: “There are 
no plans to increase the amount of waste 
land-filled at the site, nor to change the final 
height or contours of the landfill. 

“The extension of time is necessary to 
ensure that waste inputs can continue in 
order to meet the final restoration require¬ 
ments contained in the original permission 
granted in 1988.”

geese 


FOUR geese have been 
found shot dead on a river- 
bank near Ely. 

The RSPCA is appealing 
for information after their 
bodies were found on the 
bank of the Old West River, 
near the Lazy Otter marina 
and public house in Glitt¬ 
ering. 

A river bailiff discovered 
the domestic white geese 
last Tuesday. Sixteen pieces 
of shot were found in one 
bird’s body and head, and 
another of the birds had an 
injury to its wing, again 
caused by a shotgun. 

It is thought the geese 
were killed some time on 
Easter Monday. 

RSCPA inspector Rich¬ 
ard Lythgoe said: “Clearly it 
is not acceptable for peo¬ 
ple to use birds as targets 
and there are potential 
offences involved. 

“We are investigating 
this incident along with 
the police.” 

Those found guilty of 
causing unnecessary suff¬ 
ering to an animal could 
face a maximum six- 
month prison sentence 
and/or a £20,000 fine.

MORE than £200,000 worth 
of cannabis was found 
during two drugs raids in 
Chatteris and March.

Oli (pictured) was 
attacked as he went 
out in the evening 
with friend Emma 
Wright. A group of 
youths approached 
them and pushed 
her to one side as 
they began punch¬

Islam stabbed him. 

He was saved by 
emergency surgery 
but remains para¬ 
lysed. Now 21, he is 
confined to a wheel¬ 
chair. 

His brother Will, a 



26-year-old bank 
worker, said in a 
statement read to 
the court: “Oli will 
never fulfil what so 
many expected; he 
will never fulfil the 
life he was supposed 
to live.” 

Speaking after¬ 


wards he added: “No 
sentence could ever 
be enough.” 

The judge told 
Islam: “Oliver Hem- 
sley was, it is clear, a 
gentle young man 
with a bright future 
ahead of him. He 
posed not the slight¬ 
est threat to you.”

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Tributes 
for Freud 
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TRIBUTES have been paid to 
“one of the most remarkable Ely 
representatives of all time” - Sir 
Clement Freud. 

Sir Clement, the former Liberal MP for 
the Isle of Ely, died at his desk in London 
last Wednesday, just a few days short of 
his 85th birthday. 

His “extraordinary” political career 
began after he won the Isle of Ely 
constituency for the Liberals in 1973. A 
decade later he transferred to North East 
Cambridgeshire after the boundary 
changes but lost his seat in 1983 - the 
same year he was knighted by the Queen. 

But as a man of many talents, Sir 
Clement was renowned not just for 
politics - his successful career included 
writing, cooking and working in the 
media. 

Cllr Gareth Wilson, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire Liberal Democrats, said: 
“I met Sir Clement several times and he 
was an extremely clever and witty man. 

“I also know he was a wonderful 
constituency MP who thought being an 
MP was the most important thing in life. 

“He saw it as something to leave 
behind in his legacy. 

“I still hear from people saying he did 
various things for them when he was 
their MP and it is clear he went the extra 
mile for people. 

“He attended virtually every local event 
and meeting there was and I doubt there 
are many MPs as loved and well- 
remembered as he is. 

“Sir Clement certainly was one of the 
most remarkable Ely representatives of 
all time.” 

The Mayor of Ely, Liberal Democrat 
Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, said Sir Clement 
raised the profile of the Liberal Party. 

She said: “I came to Little Downham in 
1973 when Sir Clement had just won the 
by-election. It was an amazing political 
moment and such an achievement. 

“Sir Clement was a very good con¬ 
stituency MP and a lot of people bene¬ 
fited from him but he was also an 
extraordinary man of many talents. 

“His death truly is a great loss.” 

Ron Harris, who fought as the Labour

candidate against Sir Clement twice, said: 
“Despite our political differences, I will 
always remember Clement as a charis¬ 
matic man who tried to do what he 
thought right for the people of North East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“I would like to pass my condolences 
to both his friends and family and will 
remember the many funny anecdotes 
from the election campaigns we shared, 
even though we were at the time rivals.” 

Sir Clement was born in Berlin in April 
1924 and was the grandson of famous 
psychologist Sigmund Freud. His older 
brother was the artist Lucian Freud. 

His family moved to Britain in 1933 
and after leaving school he went into the 
hotel business at the Dorchester in 
London. 

After Army service, during which he 
was a liaison officer at the Nuremberg 
war crimes trials, he returned to the hotel 
business, at the Martinez in Cannes. 

Sir Clement started his writing career 
with cookery columns in newspapers and 
magazines in the 1950s, but expanded 
into a variety of other subjects, including 
sport, and in later years he was a frequent 
contributor to the Racing Post. 

His television and radio career began 
with a series of popular pet food 
commercials for Minced Morsels, which 
saw Sir Clement starring alongside Henry 
the bloodhound. 

He was a stalwart of Radio 4’s Just A 
Minute programme for more than 30 
years. 

Sir Clement was married to Jill, and 
had five children, including the TV 
personality Emma and PR guru, Matt¬ 
hew.

School expands 
to meet demand 


ANOTHER Ely primary school is set 
to expand in a bid to tackle the 
city's chronic shortage of places for 
pupils. 

Spring Meadow Infant and Nursery 
School, on High Barns, will open a new 
classroom by September to take on more 
reception-age children. The extra classroom 
will cater for 20-30 youngsters, who would 
otherwise be without places in the city at 
the start of the next academic year. 

The decision was made following con¬ 
sultation with the school’s headmistress, 
governors and school admissions officers 
from Cambridgeshire County Council. 

The council says other primary schools in 
Ely have also been “informed and supp¬ 
orted” throughout the decision. 

Cllr David Harty, county council cabinet 
member for learning, said: “This is a good 
solution to a difficult situation.

“The last thing we want to do is transport 
young children out of Ely to schools in 
surrounding villages, some of which are 
miles away. 

“I believe it is important that they go to 
schools within the city and I am pleased 
that headteachers from all the schools 
concerned have come to this sensible 
agreement. It is in the best interests of the 
children and their families.” 

Council chiefs have been trying to solve 
the “ever-increasing” demand for primary 
school places, with the four primary schools 
in the city struggling to cope. 

It was only 14 months ago that a £2.5 
million expansion scheme was given the 
go-ahead at the Lantern Primary School, 
also in Ely. 


Work to double the size of the school is 
currently under way and should be 
completed by September. 

The work should see the school’s capacity 
jump from 210 to 420 pupils by 2014 with 
the addition of seven new classrooms, a 
staff room, four group rooms, store rooms, 
play areas, and additional car and cycle 
parking added to the site. 

The council has admitted that if an extra 
2,000 to 2,500 homes are built in the city on 
top of the numbers already planned by 
2021, “there will be a need for more schools 
in Ely”. 

The latest expansion announcement 
comes just weeks after Spring Meadow was 
described by Ofsted inspectors as a “good 
school which is successful in raising 
standards and achievement for its children”. 

Inspectors also praised the effectiveness 
of the Early Years Foundation Stage and the 
leadership and management of the school.

Still waiting 
for apology? 

Sir, I was shocked at the witch-hunt 
undertone of Mr Messenger's letter 
concerning Cllr Brian Ashton, in spite 
of his total exoneration by the 
Standards Board for England 
(Answers are still missing - Letters, 
April 16). 

Yet another example of the 
contemptible Lib Dem official 
campaigning instruction book that 
urges loyal members “to be wicked, 
act shamelessly and stir endlessly”. 
The failure of Cllr Ian Allen to issue an 
apology for making erroneous, 
unfounded allegations against Cllr 
Ashton is outrageous and it is 
scurrilous of Mr Messenger to 
congratulate Cllr Allen for what he 
claims were “efforts to root out 
alleged corruption”. 

Are these people quite incapable of 
imagining what it might be like to live 
under a false cloud of suspicion for 
nearly a year?

How much clearer could it be: no 
evidence, no case to answer, 
exoneration of Cllr Ashton.

Why is centre 
still on fringe? 

Sir, In the last two weeks we have 
read that Cllr Brian Ashton has been 
cleared of wrong doing with respect 
to the Masterplan “email row”. 

But we have read nothing about how 
this might have influenced the final 
recommendations on the Masterplan 
concerning the location of the leisure 
centre. And I should think that for 
many residents this is more 
important than continued discussion 
about the people involved. Let’s 
review what allegedly happened. 

The council had retained URBED 
consultants to carry out a study and 
make recommendations for Ely’s 
future development in a Masterplan. 
It seems that URBED was planning to 
recommend that the new leisure 
centre be located in the Lisle Lane 
area. 

The location of the leisure centre was 
reported by the local newspaper to be 
the subject of Cllr Ashton’s email. 
When the Masterplan eventually was 
released for public consultation, the 
plan proposed that the leisure centre 
be located outside of the city on 
Downham Road, West of the A10. 

A second public consultation was 


recently held in Ely concerning the 
updated Masterplan. I was 
disappointed to see that the plan still 
shows the leisure centre at the 
Downham Road location. 

Yes, we all wish to have an updated 
leisure facility, so hardly anyone will 
disagree with that. But it’s hard to 
imagine the reasons for putting it so 
far from the city centre and the 
railway station, at a location where 
the only way to get there for 
thousands of residents will be by 
automobile. 

So what is the thinking in this? The 
current Paradise Centre is in a great 
location, near the city centre and 
within walking distance of thousands 
of residents. Why not simply 
modernise the facility and keep it 
there? 

Evidently, URBED had decided that 
this area should be devoted to an 
enlarged city centre shopping area. 

So the leisure centre had to be 
moved. I suspect that the Lisle Road 
location was considered for this, as it 
is still close to the city centre. 

But the Masterplan, through its initial 
and more recent public 
consultations, does not explain the 
evolution whereby the centre 
eventually ended up outside the city 
on Downham Road, rather than in a 
more convenient location near the 
city centre. 

The proposal for the Downham Road 
leisure centre is fatally flawed and 
should not be allowed to go ahead. 
Alternatives for placing the facility 
nearer the centre of town should be 
reconsidered, such as modernising 
and expanding the current Paradise 
facility. 


Or, perhaps more appropriately, the 
plan should follow what was 
apparently the original 
recommendation of the Masterplan 
consultants, and that is that the 
facility be located near Lisle Lane.

RESIDENTS are in uproar 
over plans to demolish 
their village's derelict rail¬ 
way station. 

The Old Station in Fordham 
could be bulldozed to make way 
for a large waste recycling centre. 

Essex-based waste manage¬ 
ment company, Ahern, has 
submitted plans to Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council proposing 
that the historic building is 
knocked down. 

The company wants to build a 
waste recycling centre on the 
Station Road site, as well as a 
service building, manager’s office, 
new vehicular entrance and car 
parks. 

The county council has sent 
consultation letters to 18 houses 
near to the railway station. 

A total of 14 residents have 
already replied, 13 of whom are 
against the plans. 


Elena Wickham, of Station 
Road, said: “My neighbours and I 
are unanimously opposing these 
plans. 

“This building forms part of 
Fordham’s history and as a 
homeowner of one of the station 
cottages, I feel like part of the 
history of my own house will be 
taken away if the Old Station is 
demolished.” 

Fears about the effect the 
proposed waste recycling centre 
could have on residents and the 
local environment have also been 
raised. 

Miss Wickham added: “My 
main concern is the noise, smell, 
dust, vermin and flies which will 
be created, the additional traffic 
and the visual eyesore. 

“The impact on wildlife will 


also be significant, removing a 
large area of habitat which is 
known to be occupied by bats, 
birds, reptiles and amphibians, 
some of which are protected and 
rare species.” 

Cllr lohn Abbott, who rep¬ 
resents the Fordham villages on 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said he understood 
residents were concerned. 

But added: “At the end of the 
day, the station is of no use as it is 
today.” 

David Atkinson, planning 
manager at the council, said, “We 
are concerned with the lack of 
information contained in this 
planning application and we are 
also aware of the concerns of the 
local community. 

“For that reason we will be 
speaking to the applicant at the 
earliest opportunity.” 

A spokesman from Ahern said 
the firm could not comment.

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‘Give this leafy 
brute the chop’

RESIDENTS who 
claim a massive 
“brute of a tree” is 
making their lives a 
misery are demand¬ 
ing action. 

Christine and Peter Tur- 
rell, of The Crescent, Wick- 
en, have been fighting to 
get an overgrown sycamore 
in their neighbours’ garden 
cut back for almost two 
years. 

The mature plant, which 
is protected by a Tree Pres¬ 
ervation Order, has never 
been pruned and is now 
towering high above the 
rooftops. 

The couple’s neighbours, 
Mr and Mrs Mace, say they 
will not venture into their 
back garden because they 
feel unsafe around the tree. 
They also argue that it 
blocks out all of the sun¬ 
light. 

The tree and how it is 
managed is the respon¬ 
sibility of sheltered housing 
association, Granta Hous¬ 
ing, which promised to 
have the branches cut back 
by December. 

But four months later, 
residents are still living with 
the monster hanging over 
them. 

Mrs Turrell, a 52-year-old 
community nurse, said: 
“Enough is enough. 

“This brute of a tree is 
making people’s lives a 
misery and we have had so 
many professionals say it 
urgently needs cutting 
back. 

“Not only is it not safe for 
us to be living near it, it 
blocks out our natural day¬ 
light, sheds a ridiculous 
amount of leaves and bas¬ 
ically dominates us. 

“The fact that Mr and 
Mrs Mace cannot use their 
back garden because of it is

ridiculous, which is why we 
have been trying to get 
Granta to do something 
about it for so long. 

“We feel we are fighting a 
losing battle here.” 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council says it has 
given permission for the 
housing association to cut 
the tree back by 30 per 
cent. 

But a Granta Housing 
spokesman said quotes to 
carry out the work are still 
needed before any pruning 
could go ahead. 

He said: “Granta Housing 


would like to apologise for 
any inconvenience caused 
to residents by the tree and 
the delay in resolving this 
matter. 

“Works to the tree are 
now being dealt with as a 
priority and the council has 
granted permission to 
reduce the size of it by 30 
per cent. 

“Quotes for the work are 
now being sought and the 
necessary work will be 
carried out as quickly as 
possible once they have 
been received.”

Environment Agency (EA). 

Investigations had confirmed that the 
site was operating without a relevant 
scrap yard licence. As a result, the scrap 
cars, lorries, tractors and trailers on the 
yard posed a serious fire hazard and 
could be potentially toxic to the en¬ 
vironment. 

Along with the scrap vehicles, IT 


equipment and the unlicensed shotgun, 
officers also found a number of 
neglected exotic birds. 

Smith was arrested along with two 
other men, aged 47 and 42, and pleaded 
guilty to possessing a shotgun without a 
certificate at Ely Magistrates’ Court. 

But Smith, who has impaired vision 
and only one arm, said he had not used 
the gun for 20 years and it was only used 
as a kitchen ornament. 

Robert Milson, mitigating, said: “My 
client never intended to use the gun as a 


weapon which is why it never occurred 
to him that he needed a licence. 

“He told the police truthfully that he 
kept the gun as a kitchen ornament.” 

Magistrates fined Smith £250 and 
ordered the forfeiture and destruction of 
the weapon and any ammunition. 

The pensioner was also ordered to 
pay £60 court costs and £15 victim 
surcharge. 

The EA investigation into the 
operation of Smith’s scrap yard is still 
ongoing.

Wide choice of summer bulbs 


W e may still be admiring all 
our spring-flowering bulbs, 
as tulips and hyacinths 
come into their own, but if you want 
more bulbs in summer, it’s time to 
start planting them now 
There’s a wealth of choice for both 
containers and borders, from 
fragrant lilies and dahlias, to 
cannas, gladioli, crocosmia and the 
Californian firecracker, 
Dichelostemma ida-maia. 

The pineapple plant, Eucomis 
bicolor, was judged this year’s 
summer bulb of the year by a panel 
of journalists and horticultural 
experts in an event organised by the 
Netherlands Flower Bulb 
Information Centre. 

Its striking pineapple-like tuft of 
colour, sitting above a rosette of 
wide, fleshy leaves, blooms in July 
and August. 

Plant eucomis in groups in spring, 
to rise out of gravel in a scree bed or 
grit at the front of a border. It looks 
lovely with cream and green 
variegated hostas and purple 
heucheras. 

While gladioli have earned 
themselves a reputation for being 
gaudy and difficult to place in a 
planting scheme, because their 
heavy spikes can look ungainly, 
some more subtle varieties are 
available. These include Gladiolus 
callianthus “Murielae”, which can be 
planted in April and May, either in 
deep pots or in good soil in the sun, 
producing deliciously fragrant 
delicate white petals with a deep 
burgundy blotch at the throat from 
August to October. 

Most summer-flowering bulbs, 
corms and tubers are sun lovers, so 
are ideal for patio pots. Some, such 
as tuberous begonias, need to be 
started indoors as they are not frost 
hardy and can be moved outside 
once all danger of frost has passed. 
Tropical-looking cannas, which 
produce fleshy exotic leaves and 
spikes of vibrant flowers from early 
summer until mid-autumn, can 
also be planted in pots. 

Start with the plants indoors in early 
spring, although I tend to leave my 
pots of cannas near to the house, 
covered with a mulch of straw over 
the winter, and they still come back. 
They like plenty of water during the

growing season and rich fertile soil, 
so grow them in large pots in John 
Innes No. 3 compost. Protect 
against slugs and snails, which love 
the young emerging leaves. 

Of course, the jewel in the crown of 
scent has to be the lily, with its 
impressive trumpets of blooms in 
many colours. Buy bulbs as soon as 
they appear in shops and keep them 
cold until you plant them. Ideally 
they should be planted in early 
spring before they dry out. 

If you are planting summer bulbs 
in your beds and borders, draw up 
a design plan before you start. You 
don’t want smaller bulbs being lost 
by larger perennials during the 
growing season. 

Some bulbs are perfect for 
rejuvenating beds where annuals 
are running out of steam and 
perennials like lupins and 
delphiniums have been and gone. 
Foxtail lilies (eremurus), which 
come in a range of colours, 
produce tall bottlebrushes of 
flowers in midsummer, growing 
from one to two metres. They look 
lovely amid plantings of grasses 
and light perennials like Verbena 
bonariensis. However, they do 
have to be planted in early autumn 
in a sunny, warm, sheltered area to 
protect against strong winds. They 
need winter cold to flower. 
Remember that most summer 
bulbs like heat, so a sunny spot is 
essential. They also need really 
good drainage, so add some grit or 
sand to the soil before planting. 

As a general rule, plant bulbs at 
three times their depth below the 
surface of the soil or compost, or 
follow instructions given on the 
packet. 

Some summer-flowering bulbs, 
such as dahlias, will need lifting at 
the end of the autumn and storing 


until next year. Others, such as the 
early summer-flowering allium, 
will go on for years with no fuss at 
all. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Magnolia 

These stunning deciduous or 
evergreen shrubs and trees produce 
great saucers of star shaped white 
or pink flowers in early and mid¬ 
spring. Some are ideal grown as 
stand-alone focal points, although 
their flowering is short. 

The most impressive of the species 
is a tree, M. grandiflora, which will 
reach more than 20ft (6m) over a 
long period of time. It bears 
fragrant, creamy white blossoms 
between July and September. For 
spring flowers go for M. 
soulangiana, a spreading bush 
reaching more than lift (3.5m) 
high, bearing goblet-shaped 


purple-tinged flowers which open 
to white in April before the leaves. 
This one is perfect as a stand-alone 
specimen in a garden. 

If you’re after something more 
compact, go for the Star Magnolia, 
Magnolia stellata, a slow-growing 
deciduous shrub whose silky buds 
open to star-shaped white flowers 
in mid-spring. It grows to around 
3m (9ft), has a neat habit and 
attractive leaves for summer. 

Magnolias need moist but well- 
drained, fertile, humus-rich soil in 
sun or dappled shade. April is the 
best month to plant them in a 
sheltered spot, away from cold 
winds. Don’t plant too deeply and 
water any new bush well if there is 
a drought. Each spring apply a 
mulch of well-rotted compost 
around the shrub.

Premium hike for 
those who break law 


MOTORISTS convicted of 
alcohol, speeding or 
mobile phone-related 
driving offences will feel 
the heat on their motor 
insurance premiums - 
and that’s if an insurer 
will cover them at all, 
according to money 
supermarket.com. 

Motorists found driving, or 
attempting to drive, while 
under the influence of alcohol 
(penalty code DR10) can 
expect their annual premiums 
to rise by 48 per cent on 
average. 

Some insurers will not even 
return a quote to insure a 
previously convicted drink- 
driver. 

Not only could ‘boozy’ 
motorists face a year-long ban 
from the roads, but the DR10 
conviction will remain on 
their licence for 11 years, and 
could add £2,300 on average 
to the cost of their premium 
over that period. 

Steve Sweeney, head of 
motor insurance at 
moneysupermarket.com, 


said: “The rules of the road 
are there for a reason, 
especially when it comes to 
drink-driving. 

“Motorists who consume 
alcohol before getting behind 
the wheel will find that their 
reaction times, co-ordination 
and judgement will be 
impaired - making them a 
danger not only to themselves 
but also to other motorists 
and pedestrians. 

“It’s not surprising that 
insurers take such a harsh 
view of those caught driving 
under the influence. 

“Any increase in the price of 
your premium will be 
dependent on the severity of 
your conviction but finding 
yourself uninsurable or facing 
unaffordable insurance prices 
as a result must be something 
most motorists could do 
without; especially alongside 
a £1,000 fine, 12-month ban 
and a possible prison 
sentence. 

“Surely getting in the 
driving seat after drinking 
really isn’t worth it.” 

Insurers will also frown

heavily upon 
motorists caught 
speeding. 

One conviction 
will typically raise 
premiums by 
around 5 per cent, 
and by almost 20 per 
cent the second time 
round. 

Three strikes

cent - or nearly £150 
a year. 

The story is 
similar for ‘mobile- 
mad’ Brits. 

Popular insurers 
such as Swiftcover 
will provide 

competitive cover for 
a motorist with a clean 
licence - £383 a year - but will 
not provide a quote for the 
same person caught using a 
mobile behind the wheel. 

For those drivers, the next 
most competitive option is 
from Privilege at £473 a year; 
an increase of 24 per cent. 

Steve Sweeney continued: 


“Unfortunately we are a 
nation of mobile lovers but it 
is unsurprising insurers take a 
stern view - just as they do 
with those caught speeding. 

“My advice is to take care 
on the roads at all times and 
think responsibly about the 
potential consequences of 
your actions.”

Cambridgeshire County Council (“the Council”) as a 
local transport authority hereby gives notice that it has 
made a statutory quality partnership scheme under 
Section 114 of the Transport Act 2000 (“the Act"). 

In accordance with Section 115 of the Act, the 
Council published notice of the proposed scheme and 
carried out a period of consultation in relation to the 
making of it. Having considered the responses 
received as a result of that consultation, the Council 
modified the proposed scheme and decided to make 
the scheme on 3 April 2009. 

The scheme relates to the operation of local services 
using the Cambridgeshire Guided Busway (“the 
Busway") and associated facilities only. The Busway is 
currently being constructed by the Council under the 
provisions of the Cambridgeshire Guided Busway Order 
2005 (“the Order") and comprises a guided busway 
on guideways from St Ives to Milton Road, Cambridge 
with Park and Ride sites at St Ives and Longstanton, a 
guideway to Kings Hedges Road Cambridge, and a 
potential further guideway spur to Chesterton Sidings 
and guideways from Cambridge Railway Station to the 
Trumpington Park and Ride site and to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. Services running along the Busway will also 
be able to access Cambridge city centre and 
elsewhere on-street. 

The quality partnership scheme prescribes standards 
of services for operators using the Guided Busway 
including standards in respect of vehicle age, vehicle 
characteristics and vehicle equipment, and operating 
standards including standards in respect of service 
punctuality, driver training, vehicle cleaning, safety and 
participation in a ticketing scheme. In exercise of 
specific powers under the Order, the quality 
partnership scheme also makes provision as to the 
frequency of services operating along the Busway. 

The scheme will come into force on a date, not earlier 
than 3 months after the date on which the scheme 
was made, to be specified by the Council and will 
continue in force for 10 years. 

A copy of the quality partnership scheme may be 

inspected during normal working hours at the offices of 

the County Council at Shire Hall, Castle Hill, Cambridge.
